There was a very gratifying decrease of 106 in the number of deaths 
of Infants under 1 yeer of age, the numbers being 436 (542). The death 
tate of 40.88 (47-51) per 1,000 births is the lowest yet recorded 
either for this State or any other State.

The percentage of deaths per 10,000 of mean population for 
Tuberculosis prior to 1914 was much higher than the deaths from 
Cancer. Since than, however, with the exception of the years 1915- 
1917 the per centage of deaths from cancer has risen continuously 
above those for Tuberculosis and the latter has shown an almost 
contimous fall.
